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Very late Advices from Kurope. 


The ships 7'adly-Ho, Capt. Glover, and Canada, 
Capt. Rogers, have arrived at N ew- York in remark- 
ably short passages from Liverpool, bringing Eng- 
lish dates so late as the 5th January.—Accounts are 
received of an important advance in the COTTON 
market—the article it is stated has risen fully Id. 
per lb.—a letter dated Liverpool, January 4, says, 
‘* The cotton market has been extremely brisk this 
day, and about 10,000 bales are supposed to have 
been sold; and the prices may now be considered 
one frenny higher than our quotations of 3lst Dec. 
lair Uplands are at 10}d” 

The siock of American Cotton in Liverpool, at 
the close of the year 1823 was 186,200 bales —stock 
at the close of 1824 only 59,750.---A letter from 
Manchester of the 28th Dec. says, “ Cotton yarns 
have advanced 1s. 3d. per pound. 

The Canada brings also the melancholy intelli- 
gence of the loss of the fine ship Diamond, which 
sailed fromm New-York on the 12th Dec. for Liver-

HURRICANE at St. Petersburg.—The tre-

under water. The damage done, it is impossible 
to estimate. Many persons who were before in ea- 
| SY circumstances, are now reduced to beggary.— 
| lhe bodies of seven thousand persons have been 
found in the houses, and eight thousand persons 
are still missing! Nearly all the provisions of the 
capital have been destroyed, and as the winter is at 
hand, it is to be feared that the population remain- 
ing will suffer the horrors of famine. All the cattle 
in the markets of St. Petersburg were drowned, 
and the horses could only be saved by lifting them 
by main force to the first stories of the houses. It 
was not till three o’clock in the afternoon, that, the 
wind going down and changing its direction, the 
waters subsided, so that at five o’clock the streets 
were clear of it. The capital could not be lighted 
atnight. The morning of the 20th it presented a 
scene of desolation. The ovens having been de- 
stroyed by the water, and cellars filled in which the 
flour is kept, it was difficult to supply the people 
with bread. Whole houses, with their occupants, 
were engulphed by the flood. 








A little Spec of WAR.—A letter received in 
London, dated Madrid, Dec. 7, says -— 

‘In my last, I mentioned the American Minis- 
ter having sent off his Secretary, at a short notice, 
with despatches to Washington—the cause now 
comes out. The King, in his wisdom, formally 
demands of the United States to recall the recogni- 
tion of the independence of the several independent 
Spanish countries in America, under pain in casé 
of refusal, of issuing a Royal Decree, revoking the 
cession of the Floridas.” 

Some credit is attached to this report, in conse- 
quence of the arrival in London of the Secretary, 
Mr Appleton, who immediately proceeded to Li- 
verpool, and embarked for the United States.
